' ic-putation of Iho press as a whole 
' for dealing fairly with the people 
* and the courts. 


Newspapers don't cxcmpl judges 


and courts from criticism, but the 
time clement determines whether 
this constitutes 'fair comment" or 
"coercion." In my 30 years in this 
business I have always understood 
a newspaper has the right to criti- 
cize a court immediately after a de- 
cision. Thai is "fair comment." But 
to publish a pointed editorial on the 
Wednesday preceding a Monday 
billing is caleulalcd contempt. 


To believe otherwise is lo run Ihe 


nsk of letting some newspaper in 
Hie capital city brow-beat judges 
who arc presumed lo decide the 
public interest on the disclosed facts 
and statututory law. 


The Gazelt'e trifling with Ameri- 


can justice is the greatcsl piece of 
editorial arrogance and journalistic 
selfishness for its home county that 
I have ever 
encountered—and 
it 


ought to be slapped down by the 
nine justices who sit up theVc in 
Litlle Rock under the great seal of 
the people of Arkansas.

by a single senator. 


The Gazelle has been pushing

state senator. And because Miller 
counly is exempt from paying the 
state sales tax that senator wouldrt^ 
care how high the sales tax rale 
might be fixed by the legislature. 


Miller county svould fix the rale 


of sales (ax that Hempstcad county 
would pay — and Miller county 
would get the money. 


Once sve had a revolution because

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former Hope 
Man Has Book 
Published 


Fayetteville, Ark. — George W. 


Ware, who was on the staff of the 
University of Arkansas College of 
Agriculture for 17 years, is the au- 
thor of a book on German and Aus- 
trian porcelain which has just been 
published in Germany, 


Mr. Ware was appointed assist- 


ant director 
of the 
University's 


Fruit and Truck Branch Experi- 
ment at Hope when it was estab- 
lished in 1920. He left in 1943 to be- 
come agricultural and educational 
advisor in the American Zone of 
Germany. Since then his interest as 
an amateur ceramics collector has 
been greatly stimulated as he be- 
came acquainted with German por- 
celain and had an opportunity in his 
spare time to study and collect re- 
presentative porcelains of the 18th 
Century period. 


Some pieces from his own collec- 


tion are illustrated in the book, as 
well as selection from the collect- 
ions of S3 museums and 17 private 
collectors and manufacturers. In 
addition to the nearly 200 illustra- 
tions of representative objects, the 
book contains reproductions of iden- 
tifying marks found on German and 
Austrian porcelain, and a discus- 
sion of the history, politics, and in- 
triyue associated with the develop- 
ment of the industry. Separate ed- 
ilons have been printed in English 
and German. 


A son, George W. Ware Jr., is at- 


tending the University of Arkansas 
this year, doing graduate work in 
entomology.

But I wish to em- 
phasize that thus far in our pains 
taking research sve have used only 
a few hundred pounds of water at 
a time.
